power; the Soviet Union, now under control 
of the Red Army, stands for Military power. 
These two powers are now absolutely in- 
imical. The American Jews insist upon trying 
to extend their instrumentalities of money 
power to every corner of the world, through 
their chosen instruments, the United Nations 
and the banking system.
